A tribute to a fallen officer 


Springtield, region mourn loss of Kevin Ambrose

55-year-old Wilbraham resi- 

dent and Springfield Police 
officer was remembered as a hero 
last week after he was killed in the 
line of duty while responding to a 
domestic call in the Sixteen Acres 
section of Springfield June 4. He 
was laid to rest in Hillcrest Park 
Cemetery June 8. 

Agawam police Detective Lt. 
Richard Light said all Agawam of- 
ficers with the exception of those 
scheduled to work attended the 
funeral. 

Officer Kevin E. Ambrose, a 36- 
year veteran of the police force, 
was fatally shot by Shawn Bryan, 
35, of Hempstead, N.Y., who also 
critically wounded his 29-year-old 
girlfriend, Charlene Mitchell, be- 
fore turning the gun on himself. 
Bryan was a Rikers Island Cor- 
rections officer, said Springfield 
Police Commissioner William J. 
Fitchet at a news conference fol- 
lowing the shooting. 

According to Fitchet, the inci- 
dent happened on Lawton Street, 
in Springfield, where Ambrose was 
responding to assist Mitchell. She 
had reportedly taken a restraining 
order out on Bryan earlier in the 
day, he said.

Springfield Police spokesman 
Sgt. John Delaney told reporters 
last week that Ambrose was in a 
one-man cruiser, which is not un- 
usual in that neighborhood of the 
city. He was responding to a call 
to assist with the restraining order 


and a provisional order given by 
the court, said Springfield Officer 
Charles Youmans. While other of- 
ficers were responding, Ambrose 
reportedly did not wait for their ar- 
rival because he was not respond-

Tempered postal 
service consolidation 


proceeds slowly 


Springtield plant remains 
included in reductions

REGION — A modified plan by 
the United States Postal Service to 
consolidate nation-wide mail pro- 
cessing plants at a leisurely rate 
over a longer period of time still 
includes the Springfield Processing 
and Distribution Center on its list. 

Divided in phases, the first re- 
duction in services of 461 loca- 
tions is slated to start this summer 
when 48 consolidations will occur 
during July and August. Up to 92 
more are likely to occur through- 
out the year into February of 2013. 
Such a measure is expected to save 
the U.S. Postal Service $1.2 billion 
annually. The Springfield plant is 
included in Phase 1. 

If needed, a second and final 
phase will transpire in which 89 
additional locations will be con- 
solidated in 2014, saving a com- 
bined phase total of $2.1 billion 
annually. 

“We revised our network con- 
solidation timeline to provide a 


longer planning schedule for our 
customers, employees and other 
stakeholders, and to enable a more 
methodical and measured imple- 
mentation,’ said Postmaster Gen- 
eral and Chief Executive Officer 
of the Postal Service Patrick R. 
Donahoe. 

Western Massachusetts resi- 
dents living in regions with zip 
codes beginning 010, O11 and 
012 will have their First-Class 
mail rerouted to processing plants 
in Hartford, Conn. Those with a 
zip code beginning 013 will have 
their First-Class mail rerouted to 
Shrewsbury. Business Mail Entry 
Units will stay the same for the 
immediate future, said Christine 
Dugas, United States Postal Ser- 
vice media contact. “Any changes 
down the road will occur only 
after business customers get 120 
days notice.”

BOSTON - State leaders recently cel- 
ebrated the 20th anniversary of the Mas- 
sachusetts Money Management Program 
and the dedicated volunteers whose out- 
reach efforts to elderly residents make the 
program possible. 

More than 100 volunteers from across 
Massachusetts attended the State House 
ceremony, including several individuals 
who have volunteered for the program 
since it began. Among them was Agawam 
resident Phyllis Larson, who has been a 
volunteer with the Greater Springfield 
Senior Services Money Management Pro- 
gram for 16 years. 

Money management volunteers meet 
on a regular basis with low-income el- 
derly clients who need help managing 
their finances, checkbook balancing, set- 
ting a budget and ensuring bills are paid 


on time. 

“The Massachusetts Money Manage- 
ment Program clients are often home- 
bound, disabled, visually impaired or 
forgetful. Many have no family, relatives 
or friends to help them manage their fi- 
nances, said Cheryl Cannon, statewide 
coordinator of the Money Management 
Program. "Providing help with routine fi- 
nances could mean the lights stay on, the 
threat of eviction disappears, and the need 
to make hard choices between food and 
medicine is eliminated." 

Jointly sponsored by the AARP, Mass 
Home Care, and the Executive Office of 
Elder Affairs, the Massachusetts Money 
Management Program has provided free 
services to more than 9,500 Massachu- 
setts residents since it was established 20 
years ago.

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Connecticut Coca- 
Cola strike gets local

AGAWAM - The principal officer of local 
#1035 of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, and Agawam resident for the last 
27 years, Chris Roos hasn't been staying at 
his Agawam home in recent weeks. Instead, 
he has been living in a trailer at the picket- 
ing site in East Hartford, Conn., directing a 
strike against Coca-Cola. 

There are 327 workers involved in the 
strike, and “about 15" are Agawam residents, 
he said in a recent interview. 

Roos worked for Coca-Cola himself from 
1982 to 1990. At the end of that period he 
got his present position with the Teamsters. 
He says the key to this strike is a policy the 
company calls “alternate route distribution,” 
a form of out-sourcing. The company wants 
to be able to let the retail chains with which 
it does business — Stop & Shop, 7-Eleven, 
Cumberland Farms and so forth — do their 
own trucking. Some of these companies 
would themselves be employing union truck- 
ers, some not. 

Overtime pay is another major issue, 
Roos said. In devising its own proposals, the 
Teamsters "tried to put in a plan that would 
limit the amount of overtime hours that em- 
ployees could be required to work,’ while 
still keeping overtime available for volun- 
teers. The company didn't bite. 

Last fall, he said, “the members voted to 
give the negotiating committee the discre- 
tion as to when to call a strike." Negotiations 
with the company broke down this spring. 
By May, the Teamsters had grown frustrat- 
ed that the management's position hadn't 
changed in months. The union put together 
a comprehensive proposal, and the manage- 
ment just responded, (as Roos paraphrased 
it), "We're not interested, and we'll get back 
to you." 


As a result, the union went on strike May 
16. 

Meetings were expected this week, and a 
government-appointed mediator, Tom Pol- 
lard, will attempt to get negotiations back on 
track. 

The Teamsters do have a “strike stipend.” 
So long as a union member continues to par- 
ticipate in the picketing, he will get $220 a 
week. While that figure is not a lot of money, 
the strikers are very determined, and Roos is 
optimistic that they will, in time, prevail on 
the issue of alternate route distribution. 

Members know that “that if they don't 
stop this, jobs will be eliminated," so they 
remain determined, he said. 

The union won one early victory at the 
Agawam Stop & Shop. As Roos explained 
it, the Stop & Shop was having its own em- 
ployees stack the Coca-Cola displays. Upon 
picketing by Roos' local, the store soon 
agreed to put an end to that. This means that 
Coke's managerial employees have to stack 
the display themselves until the strike is 
settled. 

The union has also done informational 
picketing as well as distributing pamphlets at 
Six Flags New England. Roos said he hopes 
that sympathizers will join in a boycott of 
Coke products for the duration. 

Representatives from Coca-Cola did not 
return a call requesting comment at press- 
time.

ing to a domestic violence call; he was to 
escort Bryan into the apartment to retrieve 
his possessions. 

According to police, when Ambrose ar- 
rived, Bryan and Mitchell were waiting out- 
side. When they reached the apartment, po- 
lice said Bryan pushed Mitchell inside and 
slammed the door. 

“Shawn Bryan then shot officer Ambrose 
through the door, striking him once," said 
Fitchet. “Mr. Bryan then opened the door 
and shot the officer again." 

After shooting Ambrose, Bryan reported- 
ly shot Mitchell, left the apartment, and went 
to his own car where he shot himself in the 
chest, Fitchet said. 


Family, friends react 

"Naturally we are all devastated,’ Alice 
Cyr, Ambrose's mother-in-law, said in a tele- 
phone interview last Thursday. “It’s some- 
thing that's always in the back of your mind 
when you have a policeman in the family. 
We just prayed nothing would ever happen 
to him." 

Ambrose had been a member of Cyr's 
family since her daughter, Carla, met him 
over three decades ago, she said. Carla and 
Kevin Ambrose — who celebrated their 30th 
wedding anniversary this year — have two 
children: Kyle, 23, and Krista, 26, and one 
grandchild, Victoria, said Cyr. 

Her husband, Ron Cyr, was babysitting 
4-year-old Victoria on June 4 when Krista 
called him in Wilbraham with the news. 

"Before she hung up, she said 
‘Dad just got shot,” Ron recalled. 
Both Krista and Kyle were "strong" when 
faced with the news of their father's death, 
said Ron. Kyle, whom he describes as “an 
amazing young man," wanted to be a police 
officer himself. 

“He has an associates degree from Holy- 
oke Community College in criminal justice; 
he wanted to be a police officer too, but I 


think that changed," said Ron. 

"We're hoping he'll go back to school and 
do something else,” said Alice. 

In the days leading up to Ambrose's fu- 
neral in Springfield on Friday, June 8, Ron 
said the family experienced “overwhelming 
generosity and love" from the public as well 
as the police, both local and statewide. The 
media, too, has been respectful of the fami- 
ly's ordeal, he said. 

Wilbraham resident and fellow Spring- 
field officer Detective Kevin Burnham — a 
good friend and neighbor of Ambrose — has 
“handled the situation with the press” along 
with the Massachusetts State Police, who 
ensured that the media was kept away from 
the Wilbraham neighborhood that Ambrose 
called home. 

The two have been friends for close to 
40 years, said Burnham. Their sons played 
sports together while they coached various 
teams throughout the seasons, from baseball 
to soccer to basketball. 

“Tf your child played sports in Wilbraham 
years ago, they either played for the team 
Kevin coached or against his team," Burn- 
ham said. 

When the call came through that an officer 
was shot, “The only thing that went through 
my mind was who did it and where was he,” 
Burnham recalled. 


Farewell to badge #7 

On Friday, June 8, an estimated 10,000 
people, many of them in law enforcement 
and dressed in pressed uniforms, came to the 
Sixteen Acres section of Springfield to sa- 
lute their fallen comrade. Burnham, driving 
Springfield police cruiser number 93, which 
Ambrose was driving Monday, led the hearse 
carrying his casket — flanked by six police of- 
ficers — to St. Catherine of Siena Church. 

During the funeral Mass, Rev. Joseph 
Soranno, pastor at St. Cecilia’s Parish in 
Wilbraham, recalled Ambrose as a man who 
loved sports and who had a great sense of hu- 
mor, a charismatic personality, and a charm

that touched people. 

“It is Kevin's energy and spirit that fills 
this church and all of our hearts this morn- 
ing," he said. 

According to Soranno, “When he left for 
work on Monday morning at his usual time 
of 6:10 a.m., little did he or any of us know 
that Monday, June 4, 2012 would end so 
tragically ... In his attempt to save a life, and 
in his duties as a Springfield police officer, 
his life was taken." 

Soranno called Ambrose “a brave, coura- 
geous man doing his duty,’ adding, “There 
is no greater love than to lay down one's life 
for another." 

Ambrose is credited with saving two lives 
on Monday: that of Mitchell and her 1-year- 
old child. 

“He died helping people he didn’t even 
know,” said Fitchet during his remarks in the 
funeral Mass. “He gave his life for a woman 
and child who needed protection." 

Fitchet, who knew Ambrose for 36 years, 
recalled him as a smart aleck; a man with a 
quick wit who spared no one. 

“He could make anyone laugh,’ Fitchet 
said. “One of his greatest qualities was he 
was tough but he was never mean." 

In addressing the Ambrose and Cyr families 
Friday, Fitchet said, “I want you to know that 
when the police officers stand their roll calls 
tonight and every night, Kevin will be stand- 
ing the roll call with them. He is a part of us." 
To the citizens of Springfield, he said, “Kev- 
in will be with us. Be not afraid, Springfield. 
Sleep well tonight... Officer Kevin Ambrose, 
badge number 7, will be on patrol." 


A partner reflects 
Ambrose's former partner, Ray Muise, 
eulogized his friend, whom he called “a 


hero cop.” 

“T know he's up in heaven looking and lis- 
tening to us now," Muise said. “I also know 
what he would be saying and I apologize be- 
cause I can't repeat that in church." 

In fact, many of the stories Muise has in- 
volving Ambrose could not be repeated. 

"Although they are hilarious, this setting 
is not befitting of those escapades,” he said. 

Like those who spoke before him, Muise 
recalled Ambrose as someone with a fantas- 
tic sense of humor. 

“He could make everyone laugh in the 
most trying times," Muise said. *He had the 
uncanny ability to diffuse a tense situation." 

That ability came in handy in his role as a 
police officer. 

Muise and Ambrose worked together as 
partners for three years in a high crime area 
in their early 20s. 

“We grew up quickly. We weren't afraid 
of anything," he said. 

In 1985, the two marched side-by-side for 
the funerals of Springfield officers Alain Be- 
auregard and Michael Schiavina, who were 
killed in the line of duty. 

"After that, we spoke about what I call the 
“What ifs?’ What if it was one of us," said 
Muise. “We talked about it but we never be- 
lieved it would happen to one of us. In our 
minds, we were invincible and we belonged 
to the best team in the world: the Springfield 
Police Department. We never wanted anyone 
to cry over us, but I broke that rule." 

Muise choked back a sob as he continued. 
“I know he would want me to say this: Please 
stay safe my brothers and sisters. Until we 
meet again. Farewell my friend."

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Postal consolidation proceeds slowly

Smaller sorting operations may occur at 
the Springfield location, but it will no longer 
process and distribute mail. 

Overnight delivery will be impacted. Twen- 
ty percent of mail delivered overnight, said 
Dugas, will now take two days to reach its 
destinations. However, depending on the time 
the outgoing mail is received at the processing 
plants, the mail may be delivered in one day. 
Dugas said those with zip codes beginning 
with 021-024 will be the most affected. 

“We believe strongly that this plan will 
help put the postal service back on the right 
path,” she said. 

A federal rule is set to be 
published in the Federal Reg- 
ister to lessen the “geograph- 
ic reach of overnight service 
to local areas and enable con- 
solidation activity in 2013,” 
according to a statement re- 
leased by the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice. With this ruling, over- 
night delivery in 2014 would 
be shrunk even more. 

“We are essentially pre- 
serving overnight delivery 
for First-Class Mail through 
the end of 2013,” said Megan 
Brennan, chief operating of- 
ficer of the postal service. 
"Although, we are collapsing 
the distance that we can provide overnight 
service to the distribution area served by a 
particular mail processing facility.” 


Vanishing volume 

A smaller volume of mail processed in 
large facilities constructed to handle a great- 
er amount stands as the reason for the U.S. 
Postal Service to scale back its service na- 
tion-wide. 

Donahoe said officials can no longer “‘jus- 
tify the size and capacity" of the current 
mail-processing network. These consolida- 
tions must occur for the U.S. Postal Service 
to return to a status of profitability at the 
same time as keeping mail affordable. 

"Our current plan meets our cost reduction 
goals, ensures seamless and excellent service 
performance throughout the implementation 
period, and provides adequate time for our 
customers to adapt to our network changes," 
said Donahoe. "Given that the postal ser- 
vice is currently projecting a $14 billion net 
loss in Fiscal Year 12 and continuing annual 
losses of this magnitude, we simply cannot 
justify maintaining our current mail process- 
ing footprint." 

According to the U. S. Postal Service, the 
volume of mail has declined by more than 4.3 
billion pieces since 2006 and is still spiraling

downward. First-Class mail has dipped 25 
percent while single piece First-Class mail, 
such as letters adhered with postage stamps, 
has dropped 36 percent since 2006 and about 
50 percent since 2001. 

The Springfield Processing and Distribution 
Center is one of 252 centers across the United 
States which had its operations studied for 
potential consolidation out of the total 487 fa- 
cilities. The announcement for this study came 
Sept. 15, 2011 by the U.S. Postal Service in an 
effort to save nearly $3 billion a year. 

In addition to closing or consolidating 
centers, mail-processing equipment may 
be reduced by 50 percent, the nationwide 
transportation network 
“dramatically” de- 
creased, 35,000 positions 
cut and First-Class mail 
standards revised. Since 
2006, 186 facilities have 
been closed, 1,500 pieces 
of equipment removed 
and costs reduced by $12 
billion. 

In 2001, the total mail 
volume was 207.5 bil- 
lion. Ten years later in 
2010, it was 171 billion. 
First-Class mail volume 
in 2001 was 103.7 bil- 
lion. In 2010, it dropped 
to 78.2 billion. Stamped 
mail volume in 2001 was 
53.6 billion. In 2010, just 28.6 billion. 


Receding workforce 

Through these consolidation measures, 
the U.S. Postal Service workforce will be 
reduced by 13,000 employees. Officials are 
working with unions for retirement incen- 
tives but final decisions have yet to be made 
in this regard. 

“The Postal Service has reduced the size 
of its workforce by 244,000 career employ- 
ees since 2000 without resorting to layoffs,” 
said Brennan. “We are a responsible employ- 
er and we will work with our employees to 
ensure a smooth transition to a much leaner 
organization,” she said. 

The majority of the consolidations set for 
this summer will occur in August. Because of 
a projected increase in volume of high-priority 
mail during the Presidential election as well as 
the holiday season, there will be no consolida- 
tions September through December. 

The United States Postal Service does not 
receive tax dollars for its operating expenses, 
relying on postage, product and service sales 
to fund operations. Its annual revenue is $67 
billion.

AGAWAM - Effective July 2012, home 
sharps, as well as unopened packages of hy- 
podermic needles and lancets, cannot be dis- 
posed of in solid municipal waste, including 
household waste, and will be collected and 
disposed of in accordance with 105 CMR 
480.125 B. 

The health department reminds all resi- 
dents that they are not allowed to dispose 
of unopened, or used syringes, needles and 
lancets in the household trash, regardless if 
it is confined to a puncture-proof container 
or not.

we'll have to be independent, even when, 
in the future, we may want to cry, Mommy, 
Daddy, come save me!" 

During this transition to independence, she 
advised them to not let it pass too quickly, 
but to make the change gradually. *Accept 
new responsibilities, but don't go overboard. 
You don't want to drown.” 

Walters added that she disagreed with a 
line in the Dan Fogelberg song, “Lessons 
Learned,” that lessons learned are like bridg- 
es burned, because you only need to cross 
them once. In the future, she and her class- 
mates may have to re-learn a lesson or cross 
over familiar bridges. 

"Let's face it, we're all human, we're all 
perfectly imperfect, and we will make mis- 
takes, repeat mistakes, and repeat mistakes 
yet again. But I don't mean to say that we 
should just accept those slipups and forget. 
We should always try to act better, to be bet- 
ter," said Walters, who will enter Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute this fall. 

“Erring is a rather appropriate way to 
learn, a key step in the process of self-im- 
provement. We learn from school, we learn 
from our jobs, we learn from each other; but 
most of all, we learn from our own experi- 
ences." 

Walters said the little phrases parents told 
them as youngsters — treat others as you 
would want to be treated, don't tattle-tale, 
if you don't have anything nice to say, then 
don't say anything at all - may have seemed 
monotonous, annoying, or obvious, but they 
were the first in a long evolution of life les- 
sons. 

"Even when we're not conscious of it, 
these lessons, whether followed or ignored, 
shape our daily actions. They become our 
values, our ethics, our morals. Our lessons 
and encounters become part of who we are, 
making up some portion of our being. Never 
forget that." 

The Class of 2012 is entering a new stage 
of life — one with an intimidating future — as 
their sheltered childhood, adolescence, and 
young adulthood ends, said Walters. ^We've 
been supported. Now it's time to support 
each other. We get from life what we put into 
it. In these trying times, we might not even 
get that much; we might get 50 percent back 
when we give it our all." 

Walters added that there will be trials for 
all of them — from paying for college to find- 
ing a job, or even getting through daily life. 
However, she told her classmates that if they 
don't put in any effort, they won't get any- 
thing back. 

"Don't expect anything to simply come to 
you, because it won't. You can't wait for life 
to happen; you have to make it happen."

In a nod to the new information age, 
Stephanie Roulier opened her salutatory ad- 
dress by thanking “all our Twitter followers" 
as well as friends, family, and officials on 
stage.

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Ear Masters opens Feeding Hills storefront

Have you heard? Ear Masters of Agawam 
will celebrate the opening of its newest lo- 
cation at 12 Southwick St. in Feeding Hills 
this week. 

The festivities for the two-day open house 
event began June 12 and will last until June 
14 with offerings of free hearing evalua- 
tions and demonstrations of the latest hear- 
ing technology as well as refreshments and 
raffle drawings for gas cards and lunches. 
Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen was 
present for the June 12 ribbon cutting at the 
new location. 

Al Vicedomini and his wife, Gloriana, 
are the owners of Ear Masters. They opened 
their 375 Walnut St. Ext. office in 2007. A 
nationally board certified hearing instrument 
specialist, Vicedomini does all the evalua- 
tions, fittings and hearing tests plus ear wax 
removal. Gloriana is the office administrator 
and licensed specialist, Gary Winn, also as- 
sists in the two offices. 

"[ love being able to take a deficient 
situation like a hearing problem and bring 
someone’s hearing back in a way of life that 
they’ve been missing. We run about a 96 per- 
cent success rate because the technology is 
that good,” said Vicedomini. “We also go 
on-site and do free house calls. Doctors refer 
patients to us and love that aspect of what 
we do since most primary care doctors can’t 


leave their office.” 

Ear Masters offers 100 percent digital 
hearing aids that are programmable and set 
by a computer to be more precise to improve 
hearing loss. The company offers many af- 
fordable solutions to patient problems, in- 
cluding free hearing aids if a patient can 
prove hardship and assistance for veterans. 

“We roughly help about 500 patients a 
year from all over New England because of 
our presence at the Big E. We’re able to help 
a lot of people who have been told by doc- 
tors that nothing can be done,” Vicedomini 
said. His company is the exclusive provider 
of hearing aids at the Eastern States Exposi- 
tion’s Big E. 

“We do a year's worth of work at the Big E 
in 17 days. Our small staff increases to three 
specialists, two assistants and two greeters. 
We're going on our fifth year in September 
at the Better Living Center, next to Vitamix,” 
he said. 

Vicedomini is originally from Jefferson 
Parish, La. When Hurricane Katrina brought 
two feet of water to his New Orleans neigh- 
borhood and home, he and his Chicopee- 
raised wife moved their children to Suffield, 
Conn. He started in the hearing business 
when asked by a colleague after an appren- 
ticeship to help with a new adventure. 

"What happened was I was able to wit- 
ness a successful fitting. The couple couldn't 
even talk to each other from three feet away. 
We put their hearing aids on and they were 


having conversations from the bedroom to 
kitchen. They both started crying because 
they were so elated with the results. That 
was 26 years ago and I've been doing it ever 
since," he said. 

While doctors regularly look to remedy 
what is medically wrong with ears, like me- 
chanics or wax build-up problem, Ear Mas- 
ters is able to provide a non-medical alterna- 
tive for the correction of hearing. 

“Most of what we see is nerve damage, or 
the aging-type of hearing loss that nothing 
medically can be done for.
